Now when any of theſe our Oppoſers did at any time include the 


Sprric, or the divine ihuminationthereof in the #nderſiandivg (when 
they had aſſerted the Scriptures to be the only Rate) this Contra- 


diftion they divers times appeared in, And T. D, when he could 


not ſtand by the Aﬀſertion 1n the terms propoſed, inſtead of the 
word Scriptures, he would have it, The Dettrines contained in the 
Scriptures of the Old and New Teſtament to be the only Rule of Faith : 
which he alſo could not prove according to his general Afertion 

therein,

therein; and his diſſerting the terms of the Queſtion, to wit, of 
the Scriptures being the o»ly Rule, he rendred no ſufficient Rea.

Obſerv, Mark, Here is: a Foundation, or Rule of the Spirit 
aſlented to above the Scriptures: If the divine illumination of the 
Spirit, be the Rule of the Znderſtanding, the Kale for Conviltion, 
and conſequently the Rule of Faith ; then the Scriptures are not 
the only Rule. And T. D. granted, That the Scriptures are not 
the Rule of Convittion for thoſe that denied thur divine Authority, is 
bring but a begging the Queſt1on, to argue from Scripture for the Con« 
vittion of ſuch, &c. Therefore it follows, that the inlightning of 
the holy Spirit, which is able to convict Gain-ſayers, is a Rule a« 
bove the Scriptares, Which therefore are not the only Rule. 

Bur #, Kiffin (to prove their fiſt Aﬀlertion,.ſo much confuted 
by T. D. himſelf ) told us, That the Direftor and Rale to Faith © 
and Salvation, were two diſtintb-things 5 as the Way to Biiſtol, and 
my Direttor into the Way ; and that the Scriptures are the only Rale 
and Way in which we are to walk, , andthe Spirit of God is the Guide 
and Direttor, Fc.

As to the Quettion. | If the Scriptores come where men queſtion 
them,or their Relation of thoſe Miracles or Works of God's Power, &c, 
which T.D. argued as ground or matter of Conviction, &c.] How 
ſhall ſuch be Convicted by that Relation which they queſtion, 
without the Living Evidence of the Spirit ? 

T. D. replied, Would you queſt :on whether there were ſuch a man 
as King Henry the Eight ? @c- 

Anſw, This is not an Anſwer to the only Rale of Faith, and 
proves no farther than a traditional Faith ; and by this, it appears 
what is the nature of thele mens Faith, and how weak ; for they 
did not know that there was a King Hexry the Eight by divine il- 
lumination; and ſure the Spirit and Power that gave forth the 
Scriptures, hath an influence upon the underRandings,and opens 
the Holy Scriptures where it 1s ſubmitted to within. His Jn- 
Rance of King Henry the Eight, was a very mean and pitiful one 
in this caſe, to anſwer the Ground and Rule of true and living 
Faith, which is the Gift of God, and whereof Chriſt is the-Au- 
thor. Farther, Mark what corrupt Dcatrines and Extravagancies 
the ſaid T,D. runs into againſt the univerſal extent of the Spirit 
of Ged, and ſufficiency of his Light, having granted or ſuppoſed 
many places in the World where there is neither Bible nor Mini- 
{ter to Preach ; he proceeded as followeth,

To this Fer. [ves granted, That God might ( for any thing he 
knew) do ſo : But ſuppoſe there may be Prophets now, ſent with 
txmmediate Commiſſion to a particular Place, as Rome, &c. ( (aid 
he) The Scripture hath a Rule in it, that ſuch Prophets ought to obey 
their Maſter ; and that the Scripture commands to bear Chrift in all 
things, and not to quench the Spirit nor deſpiſe Propheſie, &c. (Thus 
far Far. {ves.)) — But while he cannot prove that all thoſe things 
are particularly preſcribed in Scripture, which they ate to hear 
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and learn of Chriſt, and which are to be prophefied : but hath . 
eranted the contrary ( to wit ) That there may be immediate Com. 
miſſions and peculiar Meſſages from God to particular Places, &'c. 
( tuppoſe Rome, or Loxdon ) which are not particularly ſpecified 
in Scripture ( however Chtikt is to be heard in all thjngs, and his 
Spirit not to be quenched ) Therefore it follows, that the 
Scriptures are neither the Rule of thoſe Prophets Faith, either 
for ſuch their Commidſſion or peculiar Meflages,for they have nei- 
ther from the Scriptures, but immediately from God : ( And 
therefore if they ſhould go to queſtion their Commiſſion, and try 
ſuch their Meſſages by the Scriptures, and not find them there, 
this would argue unbelief, and cauſe diſobedience) whereas their 
particular Commiſſions and Medlages, are evidenced to them by 
the Spirit and Power of God ( whether it be by Viſion or Reve- 
lation) which is the immediate ObjeR, Rule, and Foundation of 
their Faith therein. 
2dly, And in our dayes there hath been ſuch Prophets raiſed 
up, both to this Nation, and City of Londox ;' witneſs Humphry 
Smirh's Viſion of Fire to Lonudow ; Fo. Rance his Prophecy in 
Meeter ( before the Contagion) of the great Wo and debace. 
ment of Lendon; T, Thbet's Viſion of the Fire ; which he came 
to proclaim, and went through the Streets as a fign thereof (and 
of the creat DiſttzRion upon it) the day before it broke forth : 
( But W.K. his ſurmiſe, or way be that theſe might have a hand ;»; 
zt, Was malitious and wicked, as divers preſent took notice.) Yea, 
many more have truly foretold of the Judgments and Calamities 
cf this Nation and City ; and it would be volumipous to repeat 
what hath bzen truly foretold by divers of the Servants of the 
Lord, concerning O.C, and thoſe perſecuting Profeſſors that 
perſecuted us in his Name (and what's yet to come upon the Per- 
ſecutors who follow their Reps.) and of the Confufions that hig 
P:iefis, and thoſe perſecutors of the Innocent, would fall into (as 
alſo the temporizing of many of them ) which is manifeſt both 
upon many of the Presbyterians, Independants, and Baptiſts at this 
day ; Whoſe inſatiable enmity is ſtill continued againſt us, though 
they be confounded among themſelves ; and their horgs broken, 
that they cannot puſh as formerly, 


3dly 
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zdly, As the Scriptures are not the Rule of Faith, nor is there 
z particular Rule therein for every individual motion or aRjon : 
ſo are they not the ſole Rule of diſcovery of fin and evil in men 
particularly (though they witneſs againſt all fin.). Nor are 
they the immediate, or o11ginal Obligation upon the Conſcience 
to Righteouſneſs or Duty in the fight of God ; for it is the Light 
of Chriſt within ( that immediately opens an inward eye) that 
diſcovers to mey their particular fins and guilt ; and that imme- 
diately obligeth to Righteouſneſs ( and did ſo oblige man in the 
beginning before it was ſo written in letters) becauſe of God, 
who both telleth unto man his thoughts, and what he ought to do 
as higduty ; And, whatſoever makes manifeſt ts Light , all things 
that are reproved, are made manifeſt bythe Light, yea, by that Lignr 
which Chriſt giveth, Eph.5.13,14, Howbeit, every one that doth 
evil, bateth the Light ; neither cometh to the Light leſt his deedg 
ſhould be reproved : but he that doth truth, cometh to the Light 
that his deeds may be made manifeſt, ghar they are wrought in 
God, Foh. 3. 19, 20, 21- So that it's evident, the Light is thac 
Rule that tryes and manifeſts all things; and this was before the 
Scriptures, and is Where they are not. Many over-look ( and 
will not ſee) their own evils, though they read thoſe very Scrip- 
tures that teſtifie againſt them : bur if they turn to the Light of 
Chriſt. within, it will make them manifeſt, and bring them 1tinder 
a ſenſe Of their own guilt therein, that they may repent and 
ceaſe from fit, and ſo receive remiſſion. 

4thly, And now, as for this great Point or Article of our pre- 
ſent Oppoſers Faith ( viz. That the Scriptures are the ozly Rule 
of Faith, — the Spirit being abſolutely excluded as a Rule by 
WK.) Ic is to be noted, that fince Fer. [ves, ina Letter to me 
ſaith, viz. Though I might own this Queſtion intheir ſenſe, yit I 
never owned it in their words, &s, 

Whereby the Reader may ſee, That Fer. Ives upon a more de- 
liberate Conſideration, hath diflerted his Brethrens Cauſe ; he 
p2rceivipg (a8 it ſeems) that they cannot maintain the Scriptures 
to be the only Rule, But 3ſt. where he ſaith, He might own it in 
their ſenſe ; this is not true : For his ſenſe of owning it, was;That 


he did not exclude ( but included ) the Spirit : But his Brother 
K:fn's 


' Kiffin's ſenſe was abſolutely to exclude the Spirit ag a Rule; fo' 
their ſenſes herein abſolutely 'oppoſed each other. 2dly, His 
ſaying, He never owned it in their words ; is as falſe ( however be 
now evades or diſowns it) for many Perſons of Credit that-were 
preſent, can teſtifie (as alſo the Relation of the Diſcourſe, taken
